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The Beginning of Greater 


O* June 11, 1914, the first steamship, the 
“Ancon,” passed through the Gatun 
Locks of the Panama Canal. This was the 
beginning of greater things. On this steam- 
ship was the Rev. James Hayter, Agency 
Secretary of the American Bible Society for 
the Canal Zone. This too is the beginning 
of greater things and an augury of the future, 
for in no other section of the world, excepting 
perhaps the Suez Canal, will there be greater 
opportunity for distributing the Word of God 
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Things in the Canal Zone 


Railroad, to go through them. The steamer 
and cargo amounted to 16,000 tons, and every- 
thing went without ahitch. There were about 
seven hundred people aboard, and it took ex- 
actly one hour and twenty-eight minutes to 
pass the locks. It was a wonderful sight to 
see that big liner on the lake eighty-five feet 
above sea level. Col. George W. Goethals 
must have been a proud man as he watched 
the great gates open and shut at the touch of 
anelectric button. Heis worthy of America’s 
best in return for the successful termination 
of the gigantic piece of labor. Next morning

to peoples of all lands, than in the Panama 
Canal Zone. The necessity of developing 
the work of the Bible Society at both ends of 
the Panama Canal is very great. 

The following message from Mr. Hayter is 
earnestly commended to the prayerful con- 
sideration of all stewards of the Master: 


For nearly three weeks I have been hard at 
it all the time. First day of arrival I went 
through the Gatun Locks on the first ocean- 
going steamer, the ““Ancon’’ of the Panama 


Mr. Dunkum and I paid a visit to G. E. Suke 
forth, the captain. We presented to him for 
the library of the ship an English Bible, in 
which we wrote the following: oe 
Presented to the S. S. Ancon by the American’ 
Bible Society on the occasion of her first trip through 
the Gatun Locks. Ti 
June 11, 1914. JAMES HAYTER, Agent. 


Mr. Dunkum took a snapshot of the captain 
receiving the book, and I hope to be able to 
send you one of the photographs soon. Also 
a picture of the ship in the locks. 

Colonel Goethals will soon finish. Hundreds. 
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of steam shovels, locomotives, miles of 
dumpcars, and thousands of pieces of machin- 
ery, that a year ago were all puffing, grinding, 
heaving, and crawling in all directions and full 
of power and life, are now silent, dead, and 
sidetracked. Whole villages and towns, only 
a few months ago the center of wonderful 
activity, are now covered with the rising 
waters of Gatun Lake. Churches have been 
disbanded and the chaplains either have left 
for the States or are being supported by their 
boards. Everybody is being cleared out, 
pushed out, burnt out, or “‘frozen out,” a 
seeming contradiction in this stewpan of a 


climate. Not so with the American Bible 
Society. Her workis in the beginning. As 
Colonel Goethals puts on his coat and 


shoulders his spade, the American Bible 
Society ought to and must bare her arms for 
action. Now is her turn and opportunity. 
Are we ready? We at the front answer de- 
cidedly, No! Thank God we can say, Willing 
and waiting for the word for advance. Hun- 
dreds of ships will soon be setting their bows 
towardthe Canal. We must visit them. Ships 
flying all the flags of the world; that means 
many languages. Every train must be met. 
The greater part of South and Central America, 
besides Japan, China, and others, will come to 
us. That spells opportunity and opportunity 
means responsibility. The best men must be 
secured; that means healthy, cool quarters to 
live in; higher salaries too. 
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Since I came to take the work of the Society 
things have doubled in price. Up to the pres- 
ent we have not a single depot worthy of the 
Society, but we must have it early next year. 
The Agent has done so far all his bookkeep- 
ing and office work, but it i$ now beyond me, 
and I must have help. While many of the 
boats will come alongside of the piers, yet 
hundreds will only anchor out in the stream ; 
that will mean launches and boats, with men to 
manage them. A large stock of books must 
be kept on hand; that means a good dry build- © 
ing, suitable, and where the nine months of 
damp weather will not play slaughter with 
them. 

On March 4, 1915, President Wilson will 
head a long line of ships to open the Canal 
formally. We are deeply impressed with the 
fact that we have no time to lose—that if we 
are to be ready we ought not to allow another 
minute to pass by. It is this impression that 
has caused us to pen this urgent message. 
Something ought to be done, and done at once. 
Every one of the different denominations are 
doing their uttermost to secure sites, and some 
are beginning to build at the two openings of 
the Canal. How we wish a deputation would 
come down to visit us, if only on the Canal. 
We feel the responsibility of the position here 
to such an extent that it seems too much for 
it to be left entirely to us. We wish you 
could come for the opening of the Canal, and 
give us your advice. 


A Busy Year in Central America and Panama 


Rev. James Hayter, Agent, Guatemala City, Guatemala 


N view of the opening of the Panama Canal 
to the commerce of the world this month, 
the following record of the work of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society in Panama and Central 
America will be of interest to all. | 
Though absent on a furlough of nine 
months, Mr. Hayter conducted his work from 
a distance with success, as the statistics in- 
dicate. The circulation for 1913 totaled 
40,500 copies, being an increase of 9,028. 
Nearly ten thousand volumes in ten different 
languages were distributed in the Canal Zone. 
Mr. Hayter writes as follows concerning the 
year’s work: 
“The Lord shall preserve thy going out 
and thy coming in,” are the words that ring 
in our ears as we write the report for 1913. 


It has been a wonderful year—a year of 
change and vacation, renewing of strength 


and getting new ideas and fresh courage. We 
feel able and fit again. We have seen great 
things, and could tell of great cities visited, 
interesting scenes in many different nations, 
especially in Egypt and Palestine, but neither 
will permit. We will only say that it has 
been the greatest time of our life, and has 
done more to fit us for our work here thantwo 
years in college. 

After visiting New York and conferring 
with Dr. Haven and Mr. Foulke, we went to 
London, where we were most cordially re- 
ceived by those at the British and Foreign 
Bible Society’s headquarters. The English 
Society has this year decided to leave Central 
America, Panama, and the Canal Zone to the 
American Society, the latter withdrawing from 
Persia in favor of the former. 

During the month of November, at the re- 
quest of the committee, we visited the work 
of the British Society at Port Said, with a 
view to learning all we could of its methods 
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iin boarding the hundreds of ships passing 
tthrough the Suez Canal. It was a wise move, 
sand we have gained much valuable inforfha- 
ition for future use on the great Panama 
(Canal. 

Our Agency 


During the nine months’ absence we have 
|kept in touch with the different problems by 
‘correspondence with the headquarters at New 
‘York and the superintendents in the field— 
|they have kept things stirring in such a way 
ithat no less than 40,500 books have been cir- 
‘culated. ‘That is over 9,000 in advance of 
‘last year, which was nearly 9,000 in advance 
‘of the year before, or an advance of 18,000 
:in two years. 

A cable dated Washington, February 20, 

1914, reads as follow: ‘“‘ Colonel Goethals an- 

‘mounced to-day the Panama Canal will be 
opened on July 1, 1914.’’ That means the 
American Bible Society will have to let no 
grass grow under its feet if it is to be ready 
for the great work before it. The above 
cable means a suitable building, probably a 
good motor launch, and other things; besides 
a large stock of books and several wide-awake, 
up-to-date colporteurs who can speak three or 
four different languages, if we are to reach 
the thousands who will pass through the 
Canal. 

Great preparations are being made by the 
different steamship agencies and lines. New 
offices of solid re-enforced concrete are being 
built and also great ships to make the passage 
from Europe to Panama in twelve days. 
We don’t believe in anything that would 
be unworthy of the great Canal which the 
American nation has built and of which it 
should be justly proud. What a chance for 
some millionaire to immortalize his- or her 
name by putting up at the entrance to the 
Canal a fifty thousand dollar Bible house! 
What a chance for somebody with only an 
ordinary fortune to send us along a good 
motor-boat endowed for twenty years! 


Panama 


has 33,800 square miles, about the size of the 
State of Maine, 490,000 population, mostly 
Spanish-speaking people, and many unreached 
Indians. The two chief cities are Panama 
_and Colon. 


Canal Zone 


is a strip ten miles wide extending five miles 
on each side of the Canal and forty-five miles 
long, being ceded to the United States in 1903 
by the Republic of Panama. It has a popu- 
lation of over 50,000. 
These two sections are worked together, 
and the Rev. J. A. Dunkum, of the Methodist 
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Episcopal Church, has been in charge during 
the greater part of last year. He, together 
with Senor Gabino Araudilla, a converted 
priest of the Roman Church at Panama, and 
some ten others, have circulated in about ten 
languages, but mostly in English and Span- 
ish, a total of 9,480 books, which have been 
circulated mostly along the banks of the 


Canal. Mr. Dunkum writes as follows: 
The Isthmian colporteurs have not 
had all easy roads. Some have been 


arrested and locked up for awhile, but God 
has wonderfully undertaken for them. The 
year has been fraught with difficulties of 
various classes. The greatest difficulty has 
been the interference of the police. It is 
against the Panamanian law to carry your bag 
or suit case after 6 p.m., and they have been 
bothered some on this account. I had to beg 
very pitifully one night to escape being locked 
up for the night because I had my bag of 
Bibles after 6 p. m. Then the priests have 
been busy setting the people against the 
Bible. 


Colombia 


has 500,000 square miles, being almost twice 
the size of Texas, and 5,000,000 inhabitants. 
Mr. William Cocking is our sub-Agent, and 


_ together with two regularly employed col- 
porteurs and two others, they have circu- 
Besides . . 


lated a total of 7,703 volumes. 
which they donated 451 books, making a 
total of books sold and donated of 8,154. 
Mr. Cocking writes that to do this it has been 
necessary to travel 9,000 miles, to visit about 
300 towns and villages, and face much oppo- 
sition from the paid fanatical, base fellows 
of the Romish priests. These latter have 
stopped only at burning our books publicly, 
as for examplein Cartagena. Yet in spite of 
all this and the awful indifference every- 
where, God has stood by our men and pre- 
served them in a most wonderful way. Mr. 
Cocking writes: “‘Colombia has been in a 
stagnant condition for along time, and hopes 
are entertained that the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal will enliven things here commer- 
cially. Such can hardly fail to be the case, 
this country being so close to the expected 
current of trade. We hope that it will help us 
too in our work. 


Costa Rica 


has 23,000 square miles and a population of 
about 360,000. Mr. Jules Dufey is in charge 
of this field, and shows for the past year a cir- 
culation of 4,180 books. 


Nicaragua 


has 49,200 square miles, or about the size of 
New York State; population, 600,000; deci- 
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mated by the cruel methods of the Spaniards 
and recent revolutions. Humboldt has called 
it the land of lakes, and so itis. Bible work 
has been superintended by Mr. Hooper, and 
Manuel Ledesma has actively and persistently 
prosecuted Bible work. He has circulated a 
total of 4,520 books. 


Honduras 


has 46,250 square miles, size of Mississippi; 
population only 745,000. It is said there are 
90,000 uncivilized or semi-civilized Indians. 
The vast majority of the people can neither 
read nor write, and live long distances one 
from the other, thus making Bible work es- 
pecially trying and difficult. 

Our Bible work has been under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Alfred Hockings, who has had a 
very hard year of it, suffering many hard- 
ships and nearly losing his life while crossing 
the bar of the river. He and Modesto Rodri- 
guez have worked there during the year, 
reaching out into Olancho, a part of Honduras 
never visited before by the colporteurs. Re- 
cently Isaac Ramirez has been taken over 
from the other Bible Society. In all 3,332 
copies of the Scriptures have been circulated 
during the year. To do this it was necessary 
to travel about 10,000 miles and visit over 400 
towns and villages. 

Salvador 

has only 7,225 square miles, smaller than 
Massachusetts, yet with a dense population of 
2,000,000, or 236 to the square mile. Mr. 
Hockings has, during the year, made his head- 
quarters at San Salvador, the capital. Mr. 
Hockings writes of the year’s work: 

“Together with the colporteurs 10,624 
miles have been traveled, 389 towns and vil- 
lages worked, and the gospel has been 
preached about one hundred times this year, 
besides the usual explaining of the gospel 
from door to door. To get to the towns of 
the north coast we were obliged to travel by 
some old, disused Spanish trails over a moun- 
tain called ‘The mountain of the Holy Spirit.’ 
We came out of the trails with neck, face, and 
hands swollen with mosquito bites. 

“One colored man said: ‘Is that Bibles 
which you have brought? My God, my God, 
how I have longed to have a Bible! Only 
last Sunday we were talking about it and 
wondering when we should see one, and now, 
oh my God, I have no money. What shall 
we do?... You must come again,’ they 
said, ‘and bring more Bibles. You do not 
know how we feel here without the Word 
of God, without church or preacher.’ 


*, | Guatemala F P 
has 48,290 square miles, equal to Louisiana ; 
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population, 2,000,000, one half of which are un- 
educated Indians for whom little has been 
dotie. The Bible Society is helpless, as they 
do not read much, and the great need is mis- 
sion schools. Guatemala City has 100,000 
people and is the headquarters of the Central 
America and Panama Agency. 

Bible work during our absence has been 
under the faithful guidance and plodding per- 
severance of our old colporteur, Roman Her- 
nandez. He has had the co-operation of his 
two nephews, Pedro and Herminio Ortiz 
Real, faithful work has been done, as their 
report will show. They have circulated dur- 
ing the year a total of 7,365 books, visiting 
nearly 500 towns and traveling 7,550 miles. 

Interesting indeed is the report of these 
men, reading almost like a continuance of 
the Acts of the Apostles. Herminio Ortiz 
writes: 

“During the early part of the year we vis- 
ited Quezaltenango and the villages near by. 
Salcaj4, in times past, was a place so fanatic 
and filled with superstition and ignorance that 
we.could only leave there a few Gospels and 
some tracts, but not before they had thrown 
hot water over us. A family in San Juan 
dedicated their humble house to the preaching 
of the gospel. Everywhere we went there 
was interest in the Word and we sold many 
books, many asking us to remain longer. A 
woman that kept alow drinking saloon re- 
solved to throw her bottles and drinks out- 
side, which she did on arriving home. Another 
young woman, who has a drunken father, said 


that even though her father might beat her, 


she would follow Christ. A young man stood 
upand declared that he was not ashamed to 
say he meant to follow the Saviour. A great 
number could not get in, but listened to the 
gospel from outside. 

“Early in December with our uncle we 
made atrip to Barberena, leaving all along 
the road many Scriptures. As you know, not 
long ago we were bitterly persecuted in this 
place, not only not being allowed to preach or 
sell the Scriptures, but my brother and I, tied 
together, were expelled as pernicious vaga- 
bonds. This time,there being another gov- 
ernment official in charge, we had the great- 
est liberty to preach and sell the Scriptures. 
The hall could not hold the people who came. 
How true are the words of Solomon, ‘Cast 
thy bread on the waters, for thou shalt find it 
after many days.’ The very secretary who 
wrote the order of our expulsion was this 
time in our meeting listening to the gospel 
preached.” ’ ahuks 

So the work goes on, and we close this re- 
port with the greatest joy and thankfulness, 
being more encouraged than ever to press on.

Notes and Comments 


ECRETARY HAVEN plans to leave on 
his visit to the Agencies of the American 
Bible Society in the Far East, according to 
the action of the Board of Managers, reported 
in the July number of the REcorD, on the 
Shinyo Maru’”’ of the Oriental Steamship 
Co., from the port of San Francisco, Satur- 
day, August 15th. He will be accompanied 
by his wife and daughter. 

The itinerary, so far as planned, will take 
Dr. Haven first to Yokohama, where he is 
due to arrive onthe first 
of September, and 
thence to Korea, where 
he hopes to be pres- 
ent at the meeting of 
the Federal Council of 
Protestant Missions 
and the Bible Commit- 
tee. He will then go 
to Peking, visiting the 
Society’s headquarters 
there, returning to 
Korea in the latter 
part of September for 
amorecontinued study 
of the work in that 
country, arriving in 
Japan again the middle 
of October. He will 
then leave Japan 
about the middle of 
November for Shan- 
ghai, the Society’s 
headquarters in China. 
He expects to visit the 
sub-agency at Canton, 
and to reach Manila in 
the Philippine Islands 
the middle of Decem- 
ber. The itinerary will 
take him from the 
Philippines early in January, and if steam- 
boat connections will allow, he will visit the 
Society’s headquarters at Bangkok, and thence 
by way of Singapore, or directly from the 
Philippines by way of Singapore, he will pass 
through India, ex route to Cairo and the sub- 
agencies in Egypt. It is expected he will 
arrive at Constantinople about the first of 
March, and after a brief visitation of the 
Society’s work there, come directly home 
by way of London, where he will visit the 
offices of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety for conference, reaching New York the 
first of April.

Mr. Scudder is of a famous missionary fam- 
ily. His father was the Rev. John Scudder. 
Mr. Scudder was born in Coonoor, Neilgiri 
Hills, India, October 1, 1867. He received

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Theological Seminary of the Reformed 
Church in America, New Brunswick, N. J., 
and on entering the ministry of the Re- 
formed Church in America, was ordained 
by the classis of New Brunswick, May 31, 
1897.

Academy at Ranipettai, India. Later, 1898-99, 
he was principal of the Arcot Mission 
College at Vellore, India, then in charge of 
the Ranipettai and Madanapalle stations un- 
til 1905, when he returned to the United 
States on furlough. On going back to the 
field he was stationed at Punganur for five 
years, and for two years was the Secretary 
of the Arcot Mission, until his furlough in 
1913. He married Miss Margaret F. Booraem, 
sister of the late Judge Booraem of New 
Brunswick, N.J., in 1897. Three daughters 
and one son are now living.

THe New NAvAnors.—One of the most in- 
teresting tasks of the American Bible Society 
throughout this country has been its minister- 
ing to the needs of the North American In- 
dians. It now has inits hands, going through 
the press, the manuscript of a revision of 
the Rev. Leonard Brink’s translation of the 
Book of Genesis, prepared with the transla- 
tion of other Scriptures by the Rev. F. G. 
Mitchell, one of the missionaries of the Home 
Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S. A. 

Mr. Mitchell has recently been in New 
York, and the Society has had prepared spe- 
cial matrices from which to make the type, 
with its peculiar diacritical marks that have to 
be used to minister to the needs of these In- 
dian people. 

The volume is being prepared in pocket 
form, and will consist of portions of the Scrip- 
ture. The complete translation of either the 
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New Testament or the Old Testament has not 
as yet been attempted. 

We are delighted to be able to place on the 
cover a picture of two Navaho Indian chil- 
dren, and on the inside ofithe cover a repro- 
duction of the first page of the Book of 
Genesis.

ONE of our correspondents, a lawyer in ex- 
tensive practice, writes us most interestingly 
after looking through our report: ‘‘ You have 
my best wishes, for, aside from the religious 
phase of it, the circulation of the Bible is the 
best thing in the world. It is the best docu- 
ment for the advancement of good govern- 
ment, good neighborhood manners, as it were, 
etc. There is no better health book extant; 
there is no better course in salesmanship; 
there is no better guide for an attorney, 
whether he believes in its religion or not, 
than the Bible.’’

THE character of the work at the Bible 
House is indicated by the fact that the other 
day the Society received 53 cases of foreign 
Scriptures—32 cases from Berlin and 21 cases 
from London. The Berlin shipment included 
Polish, Russian, Roumanian, Lithuanian, 
Hebrew, Hungarian, and Servian Scriptures, 
and the London shipment included Spanish, 
Italian, and Dutch Scriptures. 


IT is an interesting fact that one of the daily 
papers of this country, Zhe Gazette of Hope, 
Ark., is reprinting the Bible as a series. Ac- 
cording to the Baltimore Zvening News it has 
up to the 6th of July completed the publica- 
tion of the Four Gospels, and the feature has 
proved so popular that the editor has notified 
the Little Rock Board of Trade that he intends 
to reprint the New Testament in its entirety. 


THE Gospel Missionary Union of Kansas 
City, Mo., is preparing an edition of the Books 
of Genesis and Psalmsin the Colloquial Arabic 
of Morocco, to accompany the Gospels of 
Matthew, Luke, and J ohn, The Acts, and Ro- 
mans, which were brought out in co-operation 
with the British and Foreign Bible Society 
some time ago. The Union is having the 
printing done in Kansas City. An interesting 
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statement is made that photographs of hand- 
writing print are made on thin glass; the 
negatives are then transferred to zinc plates 
and etched into the metal with an acid solu- 
tion. The white spaces are then routed out 
with a drilling machine, after which a finisher 
polishes the plates by hand, and they are then 
mounted on wooden blocks and are ready for 
the press. 

Dr. Tuckesr, of Brazil, writes: ‘‘ Notwith- 
standing the financial depression which is 
being keenly felt everywhere, we receive 
now and then encouraging items from 
our colporteurs. One wrote me a few days 
ago as follows: ‘We were ten days in Ara- 
guary and scattered 32 Bibles, 84 Testaments, 
117 Gospels, and 800 tracts. On Monday 
last we came on to Uberabinha, where in 
three days we scattered 14 Bibles, 67 Testa- 
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ments, and 672 tracts, all the books we had, 
and had to leave a piece of the city unworked 
owing to lack of books. In Uberabinha, al- 
though no gospel work is being done there, I 
met several who expressed and demonstrated 
a firm and living faith in the old Book. Well 
I remember the expression of two men. One 
said, ‘‘ A person who doesn’t read this Book 
knows nothing, for this is the Book that ex- 
plains life.’’ Another, who showed me a 
Bible that belonged to his grandmother, said, 
patting the Book caressingly, “I would not 
part with this Book for a conto de res.’ These 
are two of the testimonies I received there. 
I was sorry we had not books to work the 
whole city, for I believe we could have scat- 
tered many more. The last word I had from 
the men with the pack mules was that they 
were doing well. In Mococa they sold 18 
Bibles, 47 Testaments, and 9 Gospels.’ ”’ 


New Plans for Mexico 


CONFERENCE on missions in Mexico 

which was held in Cincinnati, June 

31st and July Ist, was one of transcendent 

importance for evangelical work in that war- 
stricken land. 

Due to imperative orders that all Amer- 
icans should leave the country, most of the 
Mexico missionaries, with their families, are 
at present in the United States. This fact 
made it possible for an unusual number of 
missionary workers to meet with representa- 
tives from the various Mission Boards and 
plan for co-operation looking to greater 
efficiency in all lines of missionary effort. 

It was recommended that the various 
evangelical bodies represented in Mexico join 
forces in their publishing plant, unite in the 
higher educational institutions, with one 
theological seminary for training in all 
branches of religious work, a union university 
and union normal and industrial training 
schools. It was also suggested that the 
various missions appoint a committee on 
education to supervise and unify the educa- 
tional work of the evangelical schools 
throughout the country. 

It was stated at this conference that while 
missions representing the Protestant Churches 
of America have for fifty years occupied some 
of the territory, fourteen states are now 
without resident foreign missionaries, and 
that fifteen states, with a population of six 
millions, have no evangelical school for 
higher education. 

The presentation of these facts demonstra- 
ted the need for such a redistribution of 


forces as to make for greater efficiency in 
all lines, and it was recommended that to this 
end the territory should be so divided that it 
would be entirely occupied, without conges- 
tion of schools and churches, and that de- 
nominations closely affiliated be given con- 
tiguous. sections of the country, each 
denomination being “primarily responsible 
for the occupation and missionary cultivation 
of the states indicated.’’ 

It will readily be seen that co-operation in 
these important particulars must result in 
greatly increased efficiency in missionary ef- 
fort, and it is believed that by carrying into 
effect the recommendations made by men and 
women who have. consecrated their lives to 
the evangelization of Mexico, forces will be 
set in motion of incalculable value in the 
building up of the new nation which will, in 
God’s providence, arise from the depths of 
anarchy and confusion now prevailing. 

While the churches have left great stretches 
of the neighboring republic without any 
organized evangelical work, the American 
Bible Society, which was the forerunner of the 
missionary societies, as is so often the case, 
has been sending the Spanish Bible into 
every part of the land since 1848. Its col- 
porteurs have visited every state from Sonora 
to Yucatan. They have penetrated to ham- 
lets in remotest mountain -fastnesses, and 
wherever the Protestant missionary may 
enter to begin new work he will find that the 
Bible has preceded him, and in many cases 
little groups of ‘believers’? who have been 
studying the Word will be found waiting for 
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the coming of those who shall teach them 
more of the Way of Life. 

Two years ago the Bible Society published 
a book which will be found most useful to 
those who may take up the work among the 
100,000 Zapotec Indians of the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec. This is the Gospel of St.John, 
with the text in parallel columns of Spanish 
and Zapotec. 

In the past three years the Society’s col- 
porteurs have put thousands of copies of the 
Gospels, Proverbs, and Psalms into the hands 
of soldiers, Federals and Constitutionalists, 
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who have been moving from one end of the 
republic to the other; and this is a -seed- 
sowing which must also prove of inestimable 
value when the missions extend their field of 
operations. ‘ 

Wherever the Bible has been received and 
read, friends will be found to welcome 
evangelical workers; and thanks to the 
generosity of the Christian people who have 
made it possible, the American Bible Society 
has faithfully laid the foundation for just such 
united evangelical effort as is now con- 
templated. 


Opportunity and Advance in the Northwestern 
Agency

T the beginning of the year 1913 we felt 
that the dominant need of the Agency 
was expansion. It was our purpose to ex- 
tend the activities of our colporteurs so that 
there might be no considerable area of the 
Agency unvisited by them. The outstand- 
ing characteristic of the year has been en- 
largement. 

While every department and phase of our 
work shows improvement, the development 
in some is cause for gratification. The work 
of the Agency was carried on by thirty col- 
porteurs and eighty-three correspondents. 
Our representatives made 115,487 visits, trav- 
eled 19,942 miles, visited 197 cities and towns, 
besides rural communities, and found 15,370 
homes without Bibles. A great many of 
these were supplied by sale or gift. 

The circulation for the firsttime approached 
the quarter million line, aggregating 231,103, 
an increase of 94,217, or seventy per cent, 
over the preceding year. We received for 
sales $25,519.61, as against $19,648.38, a gain 
of $5,871.23. To reach this gratifying total 
it was necessary to reduce all other expenses 
to the minimum and to raise the colportage 
force considerably. But with even this en- 
larged force of Bible missionaries we have 
barely touched vast populations in our field, 
and great centers like East St. Louis, St. Paul, 
Grand Rapids, and Indianapolis have been 
unserved. 

The Secretary visited two sections of the 
Agency during the year for the first time. 
One trip was across Iowa into South Dakota, 
thence to North Dakota as far as Bismarck, 
and from there across the state to Minne- 
-apolis and St. Paul and then home. 

_The other trip was to the Lake region, be- 
ginning at Duluth, passing through Superior, 
Calumet, and all the lake towns, and ending 
at Sault Ste. Marie. The need and hunger 


of the people for the Word and the unparal- 
leled opportunities were a challenge. The 
chief hope of the evangelization and Chris- 
tianization of these multitudes is by means of 
the printed Word, which can be furnished 
each in his own tongue. As the immediate 
result of this visitation colporteurs were 
placed at Duluth’and Virginia, Minn., Han- 
cock and Sault Ste. Marie, Mich:, and some 
Bible work begun in other places. 

Several pastors have discovered this year 
that blessed results come from a wide use of 
the Holy Scriptures in their pastoral work. 
Two of these that I have in mind secured 
large numbers of the two-cent Gospels to dis- 
tribute in preparation for special revival meet- 
ings that were to be held. We are convinced 
that the ministry of many more would be 
vastly more fruitful if they would put more 
Scripture into circulation among their people. 


Colporteurs 


Our colporteurs and Bible missionaries are 
the living links between the Word of God 
and the famished soulsof men. G.A. Perkins 
sold an engineer a Testament while his train 
stopped a moment at a crossing. Neil Kil- 
patrick saw some Mexican section hands with 
their stuff on a hand-car ready to start away. 
He gave them a few Mexican Gospels. Later 
he found them in their new home three 
stations away. and they bought seven Testa- 
ments and a Bible of him. : 


‘*I Was in Prison”’ 

Our workers sometimes find distressing 
cases of Bible destitution. One such was in 
the “ Bridewell”” at Chicago. In this prison 
there were over 2,400 inmates, 165 of whom 
were women. In the whole institution there 
were only 50 Bibles and Testaments, of such 
small type as to be almost unreadable. 
Surely here is a fine opportunity for some 
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Christian to visit the Lord with His Word in 
this prison. 
City Work 

There are located within the Northwestern 
Agency 132 cities having a population of 
10,000 orover. Of our 30 regular colporteurs, 
26 are working exclusively in cities of 10,000 
population or over; 24 of them are working 
in towns. Every one of our regular salaried 
staff is working either in a large city or a 
town. Of our 83 correspondents, 21 are 
working in cities of 10,000 population or over, 
27 are working in large towns, and 20 of them 
are working both in cities of 10,000 and near- 
by towns. 

Rural Work 


Fourteen of our 30 regular colporteurs and 
25 of our correspondents work in,rural dis- 
tricts. An increasingly large number of pas- 
tors who are serving country churches are be- 
coming interested in distributing the Bible in 
rural sections and are co-operating with us in 
our work, though not to such a degree as 
would justify us in classifying them as cor- 
respondents. These rural communities will 
never be satisfactorily canvassed in the in- 
terests of Bible work, except by the aid and 
work of rural pastors. 


Colporteurs Afield—Nebraska 

The Rev. Edmund Thickstun represented 
us at Hastings, Neb., and for three months 
at Rapid City, S.D. In both these places he 
found many different nationalities.. He had 
met with the usual difficulties and had enjoyed 
many gracious opportunities to give Scrip- 
tures to the poor, the blind, and the needy. 


Beer Bottles for Bibles 


One interesting case was that of a little 
girl who wanted a Bible, but had no money 
to purchase one. When asked if she could 
not find some way of earning money she said, 
“Ves, I’ll sell mamma’s beer bottles; there’s 
a barrel of them in the coal-house.”’ | 


A Jewish Newsboy 


‘““One evening a Jewish newsboy of twelve 
came to the mission and was given a copy of 
the Gospel of John. He took it home, and 
when his parents saw it, he was beaten, tied 
in the cellar, and the Gospel torn to pieces. 
He came back to us and begged for a Bible, 
which was given to him. He soon gave his 
heart to God and attends the mission as often 
as he can, and wears constantly a bright, smil- 
ing face,” 

A. Orloff 

This brother has been with us in Milwau- 
kee for something over a year, working chiefly 
among the Russians. The first year he dis- 
tributed 2,121 volumes of Scripture in thir- 
teen languages. He writes: 

‘“A sroall class of Russians were in the 
habit of meeting for study in private houses, 
but these were hardto find. Then they were 
offered a room in the Milwaukee Rescue Mis- 
sion. A few months ago I gavea Testament 
to a Russian Jew. I visited him, and last Sat- 
urday he came to our Russian Bible class. 
The young man was pleased with the meeting 
and promised to be there next Sunday. 

‘One Saturday night I was working ina 
dark alley, in the rear of a saloon. I stopped 
in front of a house where some men were play- 
ing cards, whistling, and dancing. I stood 
close by the door, but did not know what to 
do because it was so late. But they saw me, 
and called me in. There were thirteen men 
there, all boarders. Afteran hour’s good visit 
I sold two Russian Bibles, and the next Sun- 
day there were five men from this house in 
our Russian Bible class.”’ 


Pastoral Co-operation 


The experience of the past year in north- 
ern Minnesota has demonstrated the possi- 
bility of combining home missionary and 
Bible work with mutual profit. For the past 
year ideal co-operation has existed between 
the Presbytery of Duluth and the American 
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Bible Society among the mining towns on 
the ‘“‘ Range.” 

The Rey. William J. Bell was sent out by 
the Board of Home Missions of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in answer to the call of the Du- 
luth Presbytery. Mr. Bell made his head- 
quarters at Virginia, Minn., and from that cen- 
ter covered a large territory north of Duluth. 
Later we were able to secure the Rev. G. A. 
Lizzi to co-operate with Mr. Bell in minister- 
ing to the Italians, of whom there are many 
thousands, and for three months we paid part 
of the salary of Mr. L. Gualtieri to work 
among the Italians in Hibbing and other 
places. 


G. A. Perkins 


The brother entered upon his work for us 
in the early spring in 1913, making his head- 
quarters in Omaha, and going thence to Lin- 
coln and other cities in Nebraska, as well as 
Council Bluffs, Ia. 

This is a significant extract from one of 
his letters: “‘I have probably sold more 
Bibles in saloons than in any other business 
house. 

“One day in the slums of Omaha, at a 
house where the woman said, ‘Come in; I 
want to see one of those good Bibles’—tak- 
ing a cigarette out of her mouth, she added, 
“That one looks like the one I once owned 
when I was a Christian, and Iam going to be 
a Christian again some day.’ She bought a 
Bible, and I prayed with-her and went on my 
way.”’ 

Michigan 

Mr. E. W. Jennett has labored chiefly in 
Detroit, but has made a few trips into the sur- 
rounding country. Over fifty per cent of the 
population of Detroit are either foreign born 
or of foreign parentage. This fact greatly 
adds to the difficulties of colportage. Of the 
300,000 English-speaking people, only 42,000 
hold membership in Protestant churches. 

Here is aninteresting account of one of the 
new things of the year: “‘ The most gratifying 
work of the year has been among the 14,000 
men working at the Ford Motor Company 
plant. Meetings are not allowed in the 
works, but outside every facility has been 
given to distribute the Word of the Lord and 
to hold meetings. 

We haveavery large Catholic community 
here, and the influence of the priest is well- 
nigh all-powerful. Polish priests especially 
refuse to allow their people to read any Bible. 
One woman was ordered by her priest to burn 
two Testaments she had. The priest told her 
if she read the Bible she would get too smart 
and would get like God. Rather a good com- 
mendation of the Bible.’’ 
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Frank Malta 


The work of this colporteur is among the 
Italians of Chicago. At South Kensington 
there is a large settlement of these people, 
and much of Mr. Malta’s time has been spent 
here. As one of the indirect results of his 
work, the men of the Chicago Missionary 
Committee of the Reformed Churches became 
deeply interested in the religious welfare of 
the aliens that surrounded them in such mul- 
titudes, and they opened up several lines of 
work in their behalf. 


H. A. Callis 


This bright, earnest, young colored student 
in a Methodist Episcopal school in the South, 
gave us a splendid service in Chicago for three 
months during his summer vacation. Mr. 
Callis reports that no home among the thrifty 
was found without a Bible, but the greatest 
lack was among the shiftless and the wicked. 
There is food for reflection in these facts. 


Mrs. G. W. Longenecker 


has done considerable work during the year 
at Viola, Wis., and vicinity. She writes: “I 
never could bear to sell anything before, but 
I really enjoy this work. I found many 
people without Bibles because they never had 
an opportunity before to buy them. The 
other day I found a girl who had been in bed 
several months with a broken hip. I showed 
her a Great Primer Book of Psalms, and she 
was so pleased with it she acted like a child. 
It was so light to hold and the print so large 
she could read it while lying down.’’ 

Miss Mary Milk, of the Des Plaines Street 
Mission of Chicago, relates these interesting 
stories: “‘Several times in the afternoon a 
little German boy of eight came to the 
mission. After a time I discovered that he 
could repeat a considerable number of pas- 
sages of Scripture, and found that he had 
memorized the Scripture texts upon the wall.’’ 


James P. Welliver] 

This brother was for years a missionary in 
Morocco, where he was privileged to have a 
part in the translation of parts of the New 
Testament into one of the Moroccan dialects. 
The same zeal which led him across the ocean 
to give the Gospel to North Africa, has led 
him out into this northern wilderness, where 


he has done most excellent work as our rep- 
resentative. 


Bible Pioneering 
Some features of the work are indicated in 
these extracts from his letters: 
Most of my work is among a scattered 
people. I have in my Bible work driven 
eight miles to visit a single family, where I 
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could only donate one two-cent Gospel. In 
a trip of fifty miles from my home I have 
passed through eight communities having 
school-houses only one of which had a Sun- 
day school, and this one settlement had 
preaching only once a month.’’ 

Many of this Bible missionary’s journeys 
are into isolated camps, to be reached only 
on foot, often over rough corduroy roads, at 
times “‘ walking ties’ or on a logging train or 
load of logs. The accommodations are very 
primitive and the food substantial but rough. 

Mr. Welliver’s report for ten months shows 
the following totals: Circulated, 125 Bibles, 
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247 Testaments, 213 portions; donated 48, 
sold 537. Miles traveled, 482; visits made, 

295. 
- William C. Clock 

One of the results of my trip to the Great 
Lakes regions, mentioned elsewhere, was to 
secure W. C. Clock to canvass in Duluth and 
vicinity. Duluth is one of the busiest cities 
on this continent. Two hundred and fifty 
vesseis have entered its harbor in a single 
month. Often twenty-five come in in a day. 
A colporteur can visit only five or six of these 
a day, which gives an idea of the colportage

opportunities at this port. Sailors from all 
parts,,and speaking all languages, the vast 
majority of whom are non-Christian and who 
seldom or never enjoy church privileges, are 
open to evangelization through the Word of 
God. One of our dreams is to find money 
enough some day to purchase a launch for 
our colporteur, through the use of which he 
can increase his work. 


Bibles for All 


Mr. Clock writes: “‘On one ship I found a 
room with seven sailors representing five 
nationalities. I was glad to be able to supply 
each man with the Scripture in his own 
tongue. I had the pleasure of selling 
one sailor a Bible, who had promised his 
dying mother that he would always carry 
one, but had never done so. I found 
one steward reading the book he had 
purchased on a previous visit, and the en- 
gineer testified that everyone on board 
the vessel had read some portion of it.” 


William Kowalik 

This, our oldest Bible missionary in 
point of service, has had another year 
of faithful, conscientious service in put- 
ting the Holy Scriptures into the hands 
of aliens in this great metropolis. The 
following are a few of his many inter- 
esting experiences: 

“Among the Hungarians in Burns- 
dale, South Chicago, I found many Prot- 
estants, but mostly without a Bible, so 
I was welcomed by them. One man 
bought a Bible and another sprang up 
from bed to get one. In another housea 
young man was reading the Bible, which 
he had bought from acolporteur. I was 
rejoiced because it was the first young 
man that I met reading the Bible. He 
told me, ‘I feel very happy since I have 
the Bible, and this is my only lecture.’ 


The Golden Word 

“One young German woman invited 
me very kindly to her home. When 
she found out that I sold Bibles she 
said: ‘Oh, what a wonderful book this is— 
every letter is golden. I received a Bible as 
a present, but did not read it for a long time. 
Once when I started to read the Lord ap- 
peared to me and opened my eyes and heart 
and I found out what a big sinner I was. Since 
I read the Bible I am a new creature; all 
is different with me. I have five little chil- 
dren, but the Lord strengthens me every day 
with new power.’ She called her neighbor, 
also a converted woman, and we held a 
prayer meeting together, thanking the Lord 
for his great mercy. ; 
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Waiting for the Word 


“Tn Chicago Heights a Lithuanian woman 
told me: ‘I have been waiting for two years 
for the Bible. I had one, but a man took it 
away from me, and I was afraid that I would 
never receive another. Now my desire is 
fulfilled, and I am happy.’’”’ 


How the Other Half Lives 


The following is taken from the report of 
B. M. Baligrodzki: 

“‘T have made a few trips to Gary, Ind., 
where I have sold many Bibles to people of 
many nationalities. Especially I have made 
many visits to Polish laborers who are ‘squat- 
ters’ on the steel company’s land. They 
have a regular colony of shacks, built from 
old lumber and tar paper. Some of these 
are hardly high enough for a man to stand 
in. Usually the shack holds one or two fam- 
ilies, or from five to twenty-five men, who 
are boarding themselves. 


The Sooner the Better 


“T have learned that it is easier to work 
among the people who have just come to this 
country than those who have been here longer 
and have been poisoned with the lectures of 
drunken infidels in saloons, who say, ‘No 
church, no Bible for me,’ but God has helped 
me to show many of them how wrong they 
were, and I have sold many of them Bibles.”’ 


Wisconsin 


Mr. J. W. Weston did some excellent work 
in the western part of Wisconsin. 


A Pathetic Case 


“Tn one village I found an aged couple and 
their daughter. The daughter had been bed- 
ridden for twenty-five years and was as help- 
less as a child. The husband had been in bed 
for seven years, and the care and mainte- 
nance of both fell upon the wife. I asked her 
if she had a Bible and she said that she had, 
but that the print was so small she could not 
read it. I gave her a large-print Testament, 
and read the Bible and prayed with them 
while they wept for joy.’’. 

At one place a woman sold a ham to get 
money for a book, and at another the colpor- 
teur waited while the woman took her savings 
bank to the officials to be opened to get 
money for a Bible. 


Illinois 
Mr. E. W. Henry began his work in lower 
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Illinois in August. He has been most suc- 
cessful in putting out the Word, but has 
written no detailed report. A sentence from 
one of his letters refers to conditions that are 
well-nigh universal: “I haye seen a lot of 
this world, but I have never seen the need of 
God’s Word in the homes of the American 
people as I now do. I never would have be- 
lieved that Christian America had so many 
homes without God’s Word as I find in this 
region. If the rich could see the needasI 
see it every day, they would give of their 

millions to supply it, I am sure.’’

This American Pole was converted from 
Romanism about six years ago, and since 
then has been active in evangelizing his peo- 
ple. He did some work for us during the 
year. 

Romanist Opposition 


Whether Roman Catholic priests in Amer- 
ica are exercising fresh zeal in their attempts 
to keep the Bible from their people, or 
whether the increased number of complaints 
from our colporteurs is because of the in- 
creased number of distributors, certain it is 
that no single year has brought so largea 
number of specific instances of opposition on 
the part of Romanists as has the past year. 


‘* The Priest Will Scald Us’’ 


This was the actual expression used by a 
Romanist who was asked to buy a Bible. Of 
course he meant ‘‘scold’’ and not “ scald,’ 
and yet was not the right term used? When 
the people are threatened with excommuni- 
cation and with the fires of eternal torment 
if they buy or read a Protestant Bible, do 
not the words really scald the ignorant 
hearers ? 

As one comes to the close of a report 
which has brought into view the work of 
every helper and a kaleidoscopic picture of 
every part of the field, deep impressions are 
made. 

The two outstanding facts of the year are, 
first, the unprecedented large number of per- | 
sons who have offered their services for the 
work of Bible distribution; and, second, the 
increased calls from the fields for help. It is 
our prayer and expectation that next year 
many of these deserts may be made to blos- 
som as the rose through the blessing of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 
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Splendid News from Korea 
Rev. S. A. Beck, Agent, Seoul, Korea 


OREA is one of the most interesting and 
encouraging mission fields. The ac- 
cessions to Christianity have been beyond the 
highest expectations, and the Korean Chris- 
tians are earnest Bible students. The non- 
Christians, as well, are widely purchasing and 
studying the Scriptures, and these facts ex- 
plain Mr. Beck’s encouraging statement— 
“Part of the time it has been impossible for 
us to get books from the printer fast enough 
to supply the demand.”’ 
One hundred and six colporteurs and thirteen 
Bible-women during 1913 circulated 176,880

volumes. In addition to this number 36,515 

volumes were supplied to various mission 
organizations. Mr. Beck’s interesting report 
is in part as follows: 


The year 1913 has been a record year for 
us in Korea. When for the year 1912 our cir- 
culation was double that for the year 1911 we 
were gratified, but when at the close of 1913 
we found that our circulation had again doub- 
led, and we had sold more than twice as many 
Scriptures as in 1912, and four times as many 
as in 1911, our hearts rejoiced, and we gave 
God the praise. 

Our colporteurs have received much more 
attention this year, and since the summer Mr. 
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J. T. Hooker has very efficiently planned for 
and worked with a number of the men, and a 
considerable part of our increase can be traced 
directly to this better supervision. 

There has also been a greater effort to reach 
the unevangelized, so more Gospels have been 
needed, and part of the time it has been im- 
possible for us to get books from the printer 
fast enough to supply the demand. 

We have had two Chinese colporteurs, who 
each worked for a few months, and the 
Chinese population was fairly well reached. 

The Japanese colporteur we had last year 
has worked continuously this year, and his 
work has been better. We were also most 
fortunate in being able to secure the services 
of Mr. K. Soda, a thoroughly consecrated 
Japanese, who had confided to his pastor the 
information that he had long felt that God 
called him to devote his time to going from 
house to house, preaching and bringing the 
Word of God to the people. The work Mr. 
Soda has done since entering our employ bears 
the unmistakable stamp of God’s approval. 


Manufacture 
Printing.—From the printer and binder we 
have received 1,005 Old Testaments, 6,180 
New Testaments, and 175,000 portions, a 
total of 182,185 volumes. 


Issues for 1913 
During the year we have issued 1,599 Bibles 
and Old Testaments, 11,247 New Testaments, 
and 200,549 portions, a total of 213,395 
volumes. 


Out with the Colporteurs 


Mr. Hooker has been out with different 
groups of colporteurs most of the time for a 
number of months, and he tells here of some 
of his experiences: 

‘“T want to write of a few experiences on a 
trip some of our men and I took during the 
fall of 1913. It was in September our little 
party started out to work the hardest, most 
thinly populated, and most mountainous prov- 
ince in Korea. For this work preparation 
had been made, and both physically and 
spiritually we had our feet well shod, though 
our footwear was not equal to the rough 
roads, and several of us had to have repairs 
half way. 

‘“Some of the men were new and unaccus- 
tomed to the work. It was very hard for 
them at first, and they had to work under 
many disadvantages, but they soon became 
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accustomed to the methods of selling, and we 
felt that they were a help to our party. 

“The autumn weather, as it invariably is 
in Korea, was everything we could desire. 
Nature was playing its best music and show- 
ing its unspeakable charms, and in everything 
we could see the workmanship of Almighty 
God. Going from village to village, it 
brought much joy to the writer when he saw 
his men walk the crooked paths through pad- 
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dy fields, often having to step aside to let a 
heavily laden pony pass. Nor was it less 
interesting to see them walk single file up 
winding paths over hills, which are very 
numerous in Korea. Some of these are 
small, while others are very large passes. 
The highest we crossed was some 2,500 feet 
above sea level. We were two days in cross- 
ing a range of mountains some twelve in 
number. From dawn to dusk we tramped 
over mountain after mountain, with scarcely 
any houses to be seen. 

“At the end of the first day we arrived at a 
little place with just four houses, and at these 
travelers sought shelter and refuge from any 
wild beasts prowling around at night. Among 
the many guests who had already congregated 
at this little retreat were three gendarmes who 
were in the vicinity hunting. They told us 
that many wild boars were there, and also 
some tigers. When leaving they advised us 
to take great care, and we did so, being very 
careful not to leave the well-beaten track. At 
the end of the second day we arrived at our 
desired haven, a little town on the seacoast. 
Adventure after adventure we experienced, 
among them being places where it was very 
difficult to get food to eat, and where much 
searching had to be done to get a place to lay 
our heavy heads, often having to sleep with 
lots of company other than human beings. 
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“During the whole three months we were 
very fortunate in not experiencing very bad 
weather, for there were very few storms. 
One day we were caught in a snowstorm and 
had to walk many miles before we could find 
shelter, which we finally did in a little way- 
side inn, where we found a warm floor and 
a much more pleasant place inside, though 
we only had a mud wall between us and 
the wild elements outside. 

‘During this trip I saw as 
dark a people as I’ve ever 
seen—many very little en- 
lightened, and people total- 
ly ignorant of the Gospel, 
with absolutely no knowl- 
edge of Christ. 

‘“The Koreans are full of 
superstition, which makes it 
very hard to get the Gospel . 
among some of them, as 
they say it is the cause of 
evil omens and bad luck. 
Our men have canvassed a 
whole village and sold no 
books, because the people 
fear to buy the Gospels on 
account of the evil spirits. 

“Entering a village, one 
of our men was talking toa 
farmer about the merits of the Gospel he was 
selling. ‘But,’ said the man, ‘I worship God; 
I worship the spirits of this and other worlds,’ 
and pointing to the village shrine on the hill, 
‘I sacrifice every tenth moon, and should there 
be any sickness I sacrifice to the spirits. I 
cannot buy your books. If I do I must read 
them. I cannot take the books and lay them 
down and not read them. If I doread them I 
call the wrath of the spirits on my home and 
family.’ We tried to persuade him other- 
wise, but of no avail, and on leaving him we 
breathed an inward prayer that his eyes may be 
opened that he may behold wondrous things. 

Our trip on the whole was one which 
made us take courage, and we felt that God 
had not yet done all he expected to do for 
Korea. The trip was over a thousand miles — 
long, and on our trail we left behind us 30,333 
Gospels. These were all sold. It is one 
thing to give Gospels away and another to sell 
them. Often the people were very poor and. 
could not raise a sez (half a cent) to save their 
lives. Among these were people who would 
like to have a Gospel, and to meet their needs 
we exchanged Gospels for eggs, rice, millet, 
corn, fish, leeks, garlic, etc. 

The seed was sown, and we pray that God 
will now bless His Word, that the bread cast 


upon the waters may be seen after many 
days.’’

Helping the Salvation Army 


Colonel Hoggard, in charge of the work of 
the Salvation Army in Korea, sends us the 
following: 

““T want to send you a line which, I trust, 
will convey to you and the committee of the 
American Bible Society our appreciation for 
all the help you have been to us during the past 
years we have been working in Korea. 

“In the Salvation Army we believe in the 
Word of God and in the power and influence 
of the Bible we distributed daily among our 
people. The generous help given by your 
Society has enabled our people to penetrate 
into many dark, heathen villages, and in re- 
turn for the devotion of these men the work 
of God has been established, not only in the 
villages, but a real revolution has taken place 
in the hearts of the people. 

“Please convey my sincere thanks to the 
committee, assuring them that our prayers 
will constantly ascend to the throne of God for 
the welfare of the Society.” 

Staff-Captain Crispin also writes: 

“Last month I was in Cholla Do, near 
Kang Kyong Ni. In this district Colporteur 
Kim Sung Tai is working. In between the 
noonday and evening services we had some 
time to spare, so proposed going to a village 
some ten /z (three miles) away for an open- 
air service. Two Korean helpers, including 
Kim Sung Tai, accompanied us. One of our 
Korean helpers preached, and then the special 
one-sex copies of Mark’s Gospel were offered 
for sale. Seveh copies 
were sold and some ear- 
nest personal work done. 

“The next day being 
market day in Kang Song. 
Ni, Kim Sung Tai accom- 
panied us to the station, 
and there and on the way 
disposed of all the Gospel 
portions he had with him 
to men who were mak- 
ing their way to the market 
with farm produce, etc.’’ 


Southern Methodist Bible 
Workers 


The Rev. F. G. Vesey, 
of the mission of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, 
South, writes: 

“‘ There is no work which 
needs more patience and 
faith than seed sowing. Our Bible-men and 
women have no mean task; they also have no 
easy task. Theirs is the hardest of all mis- 
sionary work, the vanguard work of evangel- 
istic effort. They are the sappers and miners 
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of the ever-conquering army of the Cross, pre- 
paring the way for the speedier advance of the 
Kingdom in the hostile land. We who come 
in close contact with them and sometimes 
work by their side, realize something of the 
difficulties and hardships of their labors, as 
well as the monotony and discouragement 
which are their daily portion. We crave for 
these men and women not only continued 
financial support, but prayerful intercession, 
that they may be thoroughly equipped for 
their responsible duties. 

“Here in Korea, in the past years, we 
have rejoiced in the full tide of reviving 
power, but after the flow comes the ebb. Of 
late we have been facing the outgoing tide, 
but even an ebb tide has its benefits, for it 
carries with it the littered garbage on the 
seashore and lifts the heavier boats into 
deeper waters, where they can pursue a prof- 
itable course. So, in Korea, this tide of 
blessing has carried away from our midst 
much of the undesirable which, on the inrush 
of revival, was cast up into the church and 
has never been of value to it. We have lost 
hundreds, but there are also those who have 
really taken the Master on board and gone 
out to deeper depths of spiritual experience 
and more devoted service. Among these are 
our colporteurs and Bible-women. Their 
work is harder and heavier than ever it has 
been, and while there was a time when the 
Scriptures could not be supplied fast enough 
to meet the demand, to-day the demand is for 
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patience, perseverance, and prayerfulness on 
the part of the colporteur to meet the de- 
mands which Bible selling calls for. 
‘‘We are living ina fast-changing Korea. 
Old things have truly passed away, but the 
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new outlook of the people is not Heavenward. 
The task of the Bible-man is now more than 
ever an uphill one. He constantly meets 
abuse, insult, threat, and sometimes violence. 

‘But despite all these difficulties the work 
of God is progressing. Our Bible-men and 
women here and there are leading souls into 
the Kingdom; silently and effectively the 
Word of God is doing its blessed work. The 
sowers are going into the farthest and hard- 
est fields of the land. Their work is of in- 
trinsic value. They not only preach the gos- 
pel to the people, but expound its truths to 
the new believers. ‘The Bible Society’s men 
and women are a tremendous asset to our 
missionary force. 

“In the examination of candidates for 
church membership we frequently inquire as 
to how the applicant first learned to believe, 
or first heard the gospel, and their replies are 
often complimentary to the work of the col- 
porteur. One will tell us that in the market 
place he heard the good news from the lips 
of the preaching colporteur, and upon being 
invited, purchased a one-sez Gospel, and this 
priceless volume, the cheapest and the most 
invaluable Book in all the world, became the 
Lamp and Life of the home. Another will 
tell us that the Bible-woman visited the home 
and spoke of the Almighty Saviour; thus by 
gentle words the Bible-woman won her way 
into the heart of the mother of the home, and 
at last persuaded the father to allow her to 
read some of the Book and leave a copy for 
further perusal. Thus the Light came into 
the hearts of parents and children, and to-day 
they are numbered among the family of God. 

“Thus the Word is being sown in all kinds 
of ground, and of one thing we are sure: even 
if we do not see all its fruition in this life, 

God will give the increase.’ 

‘““We are very grateful for the Bible So- 
ciety’s help during the past year and pray 
God’s blessing on all its workers and work.”’ 


Bible-women 


From General Secretary Crispin of the Sal- 
. vation Army we have this testimony concern- 
ing some of our Bible-women: 
“One of our Bible-women named Yun Po 
In was visiting the house of a woman who 
had worshiped the devil for twenty-seven 
years. After talking, praying, and reading 
the Bible to her she was led to see that there 
was a greater power than that of the devil— 
the power of the Saviour’s blood, which could 
take all her sins away the moment she re- 
‘pented and believed. Eventually this woman 
bowed her knees in prayer, and has ever 
since been a diligent searcher of the Word of 
God. There was such a change in her life 
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that her son, who was slightly defective in 
his mind, was taken hold of, and instead of 
striking her as he had been used to doing, he 
bowed his knees and afterward went to the 
house of God with her. t 

‘“ Another Bible-woman named Im Poo In 
visited a house where a baby was sick. The 
devil worship was carried on with the hope 
of the baby’s recovery. For this they spent 
a considerable amount of money, but this 
Bible-woman so influenced them that they re- 
quested her to pray. She not only prayed 
but led them to believe in the power of the 
Saviour to save their souls, after which they 
were able to trust the Lord with the child, 
whether it was to live or die. This child was 
an only grandson, and was therefore very 
precious in the Korean family and caused 
great concern. Their faith was truly tested, 
in that soon after they believed the baby 
died; but still they held on in prayer, until 
not only the mother and father were con- 
verted, but also grandmother and grand- 
father. Through the grandfather’s death we 
found another son who was living away in 
the country. He was a teacher in a Korean 
school at Andong. They wrote to him about 
his father’s death and told him they were 
Christians. Instead of being angry he wrote 
to say he was pleased, also stating that he 
would go to the church too. ‘Truly all 
things work together for good to those who 
can believe.’ 

““We have now among our converted 
women an aged lady who, when our Bible- 
woman visited her, would have nothing to do 
with Christianity, but through perseverance, 
prayer, and faith, the Bible-woman brought 
her to the Salvation Army, and she is really 
a marvel to us when we see her constantly 
reading her Bible and so anxious to learn all 
that is in this Wonderful Word. 

“Tt is wonderful to us what good has been 
wrought through the assistance of the Bible 
Society in sending forth women to teach the 
Word. Weare grateful for all that has been 
done in this respect in helping us in the Sal- 
vation Army.”’ 

The Rev. W. R. Foote, of the Canadian 
Presbyterian Mission, writes: 

“The Bible-women have throughout the 
year met with the usual success, and have 
encountered almost no opposition except that 
of a negative kind. 

» “All the villages in their field have been 
visited and considerable time given to house- 
to-house canvass. 


. Three Thousand Copies in Three Days 


“Ah. correspondent for one of the weekly re- 
ligious papers tells of the visit of Mr. Hooker 
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and his men to the Kang Neung district, and 
says that God has done wondrous things in 
these recent days. Formerly the people were 
very conservative and even cruel, would 
not listen to the Word, and would tear the 
Scriptures in pieces. But at this time they 
gave a hospitable welcome to these colpor- 
teurs, provided them with various kinds of 
food, welcomed their words, and the men 
were enabled to sell three thousand books in 
three days. 


Personal Observations 


Mr. Hooker gives two of his experiences: 

“After a long talk with a man one of our 
colporteurs succeeded in getting him to de- 
cide to buy a Gospel. Having no money on 
his person, he went to the house for the price 
of the book. On the way from the house he 
met his mother, who asked him what kind of 
book he had. He answered it was a Gospel. 
The mother appeared to be a sorceress, and 
without any hesitation she brought the book 
back and would not permit her grown son to 
purchase. 

“Old Kim was sitting cross-legged in his 
little 8x 8 room, enjoying to the full a pipe of 
tobacco and contemplating the progress of 
his crops. Mr. Kim was bitterly opposed to 
Christianity. He had heard of Christ in the 
market place, and it was also true that he 
had purchased a two-sex Gospel. He had 
never troubled to think over the message he 
had heard of Jesus, nor ever sought to learn 
_anything from the book he had purchased, 
and thinking no more of it, he had used the 
book to paper the mud walls of the little 
room. This day seemed long, and Kim was 
feeling lonely, when he cast his eyes on the 
wall and saw that life-giving verse, ‘God so 
loved the world.’ God loved him! Could it 
ever be that he loved a Korean like him! ‘If 
so, I will believe in him,’ said he. So he 
sought to know more of this Jesus. Think- 
ing became believing. Kim interested him- 
self in the Word of God; it had become to 
him more than the dry word: it was food to 
his long-starved soul. He led his wife and 
family to Jesus, and soon began a church in 
his village, and many were brought to know 
Jesus through the man who was convinced of 
the love of God by seeing the verse, John 
3: 16, pasted on the wall. The church still 
goes on, and among the sincere worshipers 
and heads of the church are Kim and his 
family.”’ 

The above are but glimpses of the way 
the work is carried on in Korea, but God 
is wonderfully blessing the Message and 
the messengers, and to — do we give the 


praise. . ig

HE third stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its ninety-ninth year was held at the Bible 

House, New York, on Thursday, July 2, 1914, 

at 3:00 o’clock p. m., President James Wood 
in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. Henry Otis Dwight, D. D., who 
read the Scriptures and then offered prayer. 

A quorum not being present, the minutes 
were not read. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Committee on General Reference, the 
standing committees for the ninety-ninth year 
of the American Bible Society, were elected as 
follows:

The report of the special committee ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the Board to 
draw up a suitable minute regarding the late 
Manager Alexander E. Orr was presented 
through President Wood, and was unani- 
mously approved by a rising vote, with in- 


structions to send a copy to the family of 


Mr. Orr, as follows: 
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Alexander Ector Orr, who had been a Manager of 
the American Bible Society since 1884, died on June 
3d (aged 83) at his home, 102 Remsen Street, Brook- 
lyn. The funeral services were held in Christ Epis- 
copal Church, conducted by Bishop Burgess of the 
diocese of Long Island. 

For many years Mr. Orr was one of the most 
prominent business men in New York. A list of the 
commercial concerns and financial institutions with 
which he was officially connected would be too long 
to be given here. As a partner in theshipping house 
of David Dows & Co., as President of the Produce 
Exchange, and of the Chamber of Commerce, as 
vice-president or director of a number of the largest 
banks, insurance companies, and trust companies of 
the Metropolis, Mr. Orr achieved a unique distinction 
for business ability and for enjoying the unbounded 
confidence of the business world. His services to the 
city as the Chairman of the Rapid Transt Commis- 
sion which built the present subways, with endless 
patience and rare ability solving the innumerable 
problems which confronted that. undertaking, have 
received the unstinted appreciation of its intelligent 
citizens. He also gave notable service in the con- 
struction of the first Brooklyn Bridge. He was 
prominently connected witha large number of chari- 
table and philanthropic institutions of the state, the 
city, and those of the church of which he wasa mem- 
ber, and he was identified with the management of 
the city libraries and various organizations for the 
promotion of art and literature. 

Mr. Orr was born at Strabane in the province of 
Ulster, Ireland, March 2, 1831. He came to America 
in 1851 and became connected with the commercial 
house in which he afterward became a partner. In 
1858 he married Miss Juliet Buckingham Dows, a 
daughter of a member of the firm in which he was 
employed. Mrs. Orr died in 1872, and in 1873 he 
married Miss Margaret S. Luquer, who died in July 
of last year. Mr. Orr had three daughters by his 
first wife. 

Mr. Orr was quiet and gentle in diposition, unas- 
suming in manner, sprightly in conversation, and in 
every way a delightful Christian gentleman. 

In the work of the Board he served for many years 
on the Committee on Finance, and he was the chair- 
man of the committee having charge of the reconstruc- 
tion and enlargement of the Bible House in 1889. 


The reports of the year 1913 from the mis- 
cellaneous organizations abroad to which 
grants are regularly made were considered, 
and the following grants for the year beginning 
April 1, 1914, were authorized: Germany, 
$700; Switzerland (Methodist), $300; Switzer- 
land (Evangelical Society of Geneva), $300; 
Italy (Waldensians), $300; Italy (Methodist 
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Episcopal), $200; Finland, $50; Denmark, 
$50; Russia, $50; France (Methodist Episco- 
pal), $200; Bible Society of France, $300; 
Sweden, $50; Belgium, $50; Austria, $400; 
Arabia, $500; Arcot, India, $100. Total, 
$3,550. 

The consignments to the Foreign Agencies 
during the month of June were as follows: To 
Brazil, 12,424 volumes, valued at $1,651.27; to 
La Plata, 10,053 volumes, valued at $2,644.01; 
to Levant, 4,525 volumes, valued at $435.08; 
to Mexico, 3 volumes, valued at $1.84; to. 
Philippine, 29,165 volumes, valued at $1,277.- 
18; to Siam, 105 volumes, valued at $11.13. 
Total volumes, 56,275, valued at $6,020.51. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of June were 223,607 volumes.
